I have given him explicit instructions and do not see how any mistake can 
occur. 


Our Rail Road tickets and sleeper accommodations are purchased and we start East on 
Pennsylvania Limited Wednesday the 8th inst. and will be due at Broad St. Station Phila. at 4:45 
P.M. Thursday the 9th. 

And now, that the Worlds Columbian Exposition has passed into history, and the exhibit 
there of the Mint of the United States has become a thing of the past. I desire and with sincere 
pleasure to call to your attention the invaluable aid my associates in carrying on the work of that 
exhibit have given me, for without their hearty cooperation the work would have been hard 
indeed. 


Erom the beginning of the installation through to the finishing of the packing for return 
shipment, they have each one & all, faithfully generously and efficiently held up my hands, 
thereby making the rough places smooth and carrying the heavy ends of the big loads. 

Good fellowship and kindly feeling have dwelt with us uninterruptedly from start to 
finish and while I view with intense satisfaction the completion of our work, and hail with 
unalloyed pleasure the prospect of returning home, yet I regret exceedingly that our little family 
who have lived together so harmoniously through the long and tedious summer, is broken up, 
perhaps forever.
